The mundamus case was ealled in supremeo
ecourt yesterdoy ot 5:40, precisely as Attor-
ney General Leeso said it would be, Thor
wias o lurge sttendanes ot this gosslon of tho
courty, and the morning hours were ns full of
fnterest as any hours over possed in the
room, It was intoresting boetuso it wios tha
culminating point in the offorts of tho rail-
rallronds in the stite, asaistod by a majority
of the state bonrd of transportation, to keep
the people in the dark as to what comprised
the railrond luw In the state and o perpety-
o the farcial proceedings gained by the
ronds of the state in the star chamber com-
promise that sold the Taew like o mess of polt-
tago and songht to bury the law and institute
a farco, [t was o fine spectacle to obsorvo
the rallrowd attorneys champloning the board
of transportation siklo of the question as for
ghe interest of the people; to seo the publie
sorvants of the people standing upon the
sime  plotform with the hived men of the
corporations, reyveling in the delusion that
thoey woere for the poople in thoir compromise
netion, It st have bween i
‘ﬂvumlrn to the  members nf
pourd of trunsportation who have worked
for months to gt a knowledpe of tho law
e thebr power under the law, to see them-
selyves undor the cure of rallroad sttorneys
trying o escape the koowledge that they
have boen professodly socking,  'ho cose
opened with the demand that i boe continued
under the rotten compromise,  The record of
the bourd of transportation and their order
Lo have the attorney general continue it wero
lll.‘lr'l‘ll before the courr,  The  question
inged upon whether the bonrd coulil ¢om-
promise the case and continue it. On this
point the attorney general opened the argu-
ment against n continuanee. The argument
of Mr, Lecse was clear out, keen and in
cisive; o purely legal avgnmsnt, in which he
shiowed up the alloged compromise worked
through the board duving his abrenoe, Ho
showed that the board of transportation wis
not the renl party totho ssue s thnttheoriginal
compininunts  in the case who had  beoen
Barred out from the star chamber meoting
were the ]I:]I'II-“ who shoulid nssent with
the  rowdds  for o continpanee,  and
they were present in court  demanding
a hoaring. The attorney gonersl  stated
that the public at Inrge wis Interosted in the
case and that the people had o right to know
whethor the law wus o faree or o renlity.
What he contendad for was that the ease ho
hoeard and that the court sy whether the
bonrd wis with or without power to regulute
Lhe rojuls,

Attorney Hawley of the Elkhoen romnd ad-
dresaod the court ab longth upon the powors
of the board to dismiss the case, 1o was, in

faot, the attorney for the hoard asswoll as the |

corporatiovns,  He had thoe rocords of the
board that was wade in the star chiambor sos.
slon, amd that has but recently came to light
He mead tho pecord by whileh the Boared b
tered o knowlddae of the law for a cowpro-
mise of thee rojds own diectatlon, sl it was
o humilinting vecord ol best,  Even tye it
torney lowersd his volee and hureiod over
the part of the record whoro the eomplaininge

How, G M, Lambertson, the attorney for
Lincoln feeight burean sndd with Cioneral At-
torney Lewsis in thoease, follawad My, Huowloy
fn one of the strongest spenchiosof theday. Hae
withered the boawrd sod 185 present clinmpions-
He showed thut in tho court was the powor
for continuing or dismissing the case, 1o
seored tho star chiambor  Indeconey  and
showed that s attorney for the complain-
nnta, feom whom the memdomus came, thit
he ropeatodly  tricd o appear at the com-
promise session and  was barred  from the
roonu  He stated that os well might the
conrt sitting und hearing o case, eall the de-
fondants into a st chumber session, ox-
clude the plaintiffs ond come out with »
Judgment on such o hearing, ng the bourd of
transportation hold o compromise session
pndd exeludo the renl plaintiffs in the case.
The eircnstances ander which  the com-
promiso betwoen the romds and the board was
amade, were in themselves enough to danin it.
Suid Mr. Lambertson: “We have today
the pitinble sight of the hoard  of transpor-
tution here in court, beseeching that body
not to tell them  what their power is,  The
rouds have asliod the bowed to further their
intelligonce and thaoy ask the
court  to help  them it. The
board,”  continued  Mr, Lambertson,
went inlo compromise scssion and  were
robboed in o night.  The rowds demanded that
the bonrd shoar itself of its locks of strength
and remain o dgnorance of it8  powers."
Concluding, Mr. Lambortson said that the

wople wanted to know what powaor the bogsd
wd and Anding  that, public opinion would
couse thom to exerciso it,

T. M. Marquett closed the argument ho-
foro the court, and while not an attorney in
the case he responded to Attorney General
Leese's duery as to who he represented by
paying, “thorailronds.” Mr, Marquett's areu-
ment was in the line that the board of trans-
portation could continue the case; that the
roductions under the compromise covered all
the reductions asked in the ease, und that
TH0.000 inhulntants in the stute wero satistiod
with the compromise, In making this nsser-
tion he shook his spoctacles to the floor wud
in ngain adjusting them forgot to say any-
thing about whoether the people of the stute
wanted to know if the railroad law in the
slate wus a farco or a power, or just how
many thousand favored the railroad schome
of confidencing the board of transportation
out of this knowledgo,

Al the close of the argumonts the court
took o recess of ten minutes, and roturned
holling unanimously that the case should not
be continued, and that the board of transpor-
tition had no powor to continue or dismiss it.
Chiof Justice Maxwell said further that the
court would prooved at onve  to hear tho easae
on the demurrer filed by the road, cladming
thut the board had no  power under the the
law to regulnte rates, The demurrer biought
tho question of the power of the board di-
roctly to the court for opinion, und Attarney
Hawley commenced at once a death grip pet-
tifopging effort to draw out the demurrer,
shting thit he wanted to supplement it with
anonnswer. This seheme was to avoll senin
nn argiment on the powers of the board by
Botting out o new  answir and vew delays,
But while Judge Cobb evidently, through his
conversation with  the  attornoy  genoral,
wanted that official to et the domurrer bo
withdrawn, Judge Maxwaoll said that the case
had been pending for weeks, and that Attor
poy Howloy had hoad ample time to auswor
und had not, therefore the  court would
procesd o hear their Argumoents
on  the demurrer a8 to whether
or not tho board hold the power to regulato
rates.  The court then adjourncd until 2
o'vlock and the afternoun wos given over 1o
the legul arguments on the powers of the
board and the people will shortly know what
has been promised them,

The vietory for a test case and opinion was
complote and overwhelming, and becauso
Attorney-Generul Loese wonld not be  com-
lu-nmlsml ind sold out bodily to the corpora-

lons by the star chamber scheme, an opinion
will be reached. At the close of the highly
interesting morning session of tho court Mr.
Leeso was  cordially oougratulated on his
successful fight for & privciple and an honest
koowledge of the law,

Secloy, wife of Thomus Secley, of North
Ninth and Roelling streets, bhefore Jus-
tice Ruinehart, in Williamsburg . Thurs-
day afternoon with assault, During the
teinl some spiey developmonts  wore
mudo, owing to the skillful cross-exnm-
ination of the complainant by Counselor
John . Donnelly, who appeared for the
defense,  Mavy, it appeared, was o do-
mestic, and has been in this country
severnl yenrs,  She wos out walking on
Bodford nvenue, nenr Ross  stroot, one
evening last summer with a ludy friend,
when two mon passed who triod to Miet
with them. One of them was portly in
appednrance  and was forty-eight yeors

oitd.  He bowed to Mary, and with his
friond followed her up and spoke to
her. She was rather ploasod with his

suave manners and his politeness, and
the two girls necepted an invitation to
partake of refreshments.  They after-

Anxious to know what the contents
wore, Mrs. Seeley promptly broke open
the senl,  The epistle was sure enough
in her hushband’s handwriting, and it
was  addressed to “‘Dear, Darling
Mary.” Every line of it breathed of
undying love for her.  *You are the
idol,” he wrote, *around which all my
effoctions are entwined and on which
all my hopes for the future are cen-
tered. Once 1 thought 1 loved, but now
I know I never felt the great, grand
assion until I beneld your pretty face.
Jove like yours and mine should always
be free and unfetteroed, and not chained
by o legal formality, In the sight of
heaven wa are man and wife more and
in n purer and nobler sense than if we
woere bound together by all the clergy-
men in Christendom,  So lay aside ull
siqueamishness and 1ot there be & genu-
ine union of heart and soul.”

To sny that Mrs, Seeley was thunder-
struck when she read the letter hut
fnintly describes her feolings,  She
read it over and over agnin to assure
horselfl that she was not  mistalon ns Lo
its contents. and that the handwriting
was that of her husband. There wasno
denying the faets,  Fach time she read
the loving words new fuel was added to
her anger and her dosive for revenge
was intensified,  When her husband
enme home she shook the letter in his
fuce. He, o, was surprised. He mut-
tered an explanation that it was not
his letter, but the epistle wus not only
in his handwriting, but it was written
on one of the bill heads of the firm ‘by
which he is employed as salesman.
There was war in the house that night,

Mr. BSeeloy realized that, though
ardent and verbose ns n lover, he wius a
very imprudent one.

“ROCK OF AGES CLEFT FOR ME"

The Grand Old Hymn Plays an Im-
portant Part--An Instructive Tale

‘ABOUT ‘“JACK THE FISHERMAN."

His Romantic Birth, His Eventful
Life, His Tragic Death De-
picted by Elizabeth
Btuart Phelps.

The extont of humnan trinls and suf-
ferings is hardly more thoroughly np-
preciated in nctunl observation thun
when portrayed by the trénchant pon
of one whose every fmpulse is enlisted
in the task, and whose own heart scems
to achoe in unison with the readoer’s at
the trinls of the characters dealt with,

There nre but few writers who pos-
geas the power to make manifestinovery
portion of their work the thorough evi-
dence of sympathy with the subject]
hut when this best of fontures is appar-
ent, however difficult the text,the result
is invariably a meritorious produc-
tion.

Such a writer is Elizabeth Stuart
Phelps. Her latest is entitled “Jack,
the Figherman.” With masterly skill
and pleasing phracseology an  inex-
pressibly sad tale of human triels and
erosses is woven to illustrate heredity,
to exemplify man's weakness and
woman's strength, and to portray the
evil of the liquor habit.  Dissimilar to
the stercotyped temperance tale, this
slory impresses its moral thoroughly,
elucidutes its purpose fully, and offers
to the most eynieal of crities a strong
history of the probable, as well as possi-
ble c¢ircumstances surrounding the lives
ol human beings,

Jack, the fisherman, was a Fuirharbor
boy. Jack wus born at sea, while his
futher was bringing  his mother Lomae
from a visit in Nova Scotia to hor half
sister, Jack’s mother was one of those
homesick people who pine without their
relatives as much as some of us pine
with them.  Abonrd the ship the little
boy wuas born. The father romained
sobor, nn unusual condition for him;
until the wife and boy wore safoly
placed in the little erumbling cotinge
they called home. *1've stood it long
a8 1 ken,” suid he then to s mate, “and
I'm goin’on a tear—a netarnal tear.”
In deed and truth it ]ln'm'red to be un
eternal tear for the old fishermon., He
reshipped that night, not knowing what
he was doing. And while the wvessel
wis sailing far out into the sen, the
yvoung mother, with bube In arm, gazed
over the foot of the old bedstead and
waitad his coming. She did not like
to  tell  the neighbors she wis
sennt of fuel. And  she  waited—
women ars accustomed to waiting, but
shie had never waited so long as this,
At the end of her waiting, an old dovy-
mnte came in ope night and told hioe
that it happened folling from the mast,
beonuse he was not. sober enough to be
up there.  And Jack's mother put the
haby on the edgo of the bed, and laid
her troubles on the “rock of ages.”

She was o pious woman, und she was
fond of 1er husband, although
he ot drunk,—"“because  ho got
drunk’’ the suthor says. Her heart had
gone the way of all drunkard’s wives;
sho loved in proportion to her misery,
und gave on equation what she lost,
All the woman in her, mothered her
husband when she could no longer
wifely worship him. Whon he died.she
felt ns it she had lost her eldest child,
But Jack'’s mother was one of whom
muany n better son might be justly
woud.,  All her trials and crosses were
Llill ut the foot of the throne, and when
wenk and wenry the little woman nlways
found the sweetest consolation in the
singing of her favorite hymn—*Rock of
Ages,”  But time sped, and Jack nat-
urally grew older,

With time camo the acquivement of

those Thablts of which 8o many
boys are  proud. At  six Jac
smoked like “a  tarV at eight

he slept in stablos and on the whaves,
and \\"mn Jack’s mother suggested to
the old dory-mate, who had been their
firm friend, that she guessod Juck
needed aman to manage him, the old
senmun soid he guessed so to, and he
would like to be that man. And thus
Jack secured a stepfather. The new
father and Jock did not get on well, and
g0 the boy, though only ten years of age,
witg =2ent out Lo sed, When he was twelve
years old ho eame home from a voyagoe,
and mingled with the wharf rvats before
visiting his mother. At midnight some-
one knocked at the door of the crum-
bling cottage, The stepfather, pnle
and agitated, opened it.

P He would not have been interesting
had he not,  Fvery tomperanes socioty
in the eity had o hond at him with bet-
ter or worse results,  Dut the curse of
his heredity woas upon him,

Thus the author has carriod her ehar-
acter up to the turning point in his life.

A voung givlnota bad givl.yet far from
being o good one, wins the pity of Jaock,
the tisherman, “Teon” was the name
by which she was known. In her heart
existed some sparks of goodness ready
to be kindled for n permanent and
bright fire. Of all the paths thit lead
to love pity's'tho straightest and Jack
wooed this girl and won her. A novel
courtship was theirs. Heretofore
Teon had not been like Cioser's wife,
but the nobleness ol Jaek's nature re-
vesled itself in his willingness to forgive
und forget, All he mu-l’wns that she
should swear to him by the
“Rock of Ages” that she would be
a trug gnd faithful wile:i and though
she did not know whut it was by which
sho vowed, Teen sgreed to swenr to be
true. Together they went o “*Mother™
Muary, a local missionary.and while that
good womnn sang Jack's mother's favor-
ite hymn the troth was plighted. Teen
